The season would appear to have been almost uniformly 
disappointing for trout fishing ; but with regard to salmon, in 
practically all the important net-fishing districts, good catches by 
net are reported in tidal waters, and on the whole the yield was 
above the average. In fresh waters, however, the takes both by 
net and rod were below the average. Both these conditions were 
due to the exceptionally long-continued drought, which, commencing 
about the end of March, lasted with but little intermission almost 
throughout the ordinary salmon-netting season. 

To take some of the returns in detail, we find in the Lune District 
that there was practically no rod fishing for salmon and that the 
nets in the estuary also fared badly, although there were, no doubt, 
good hauls at times. A 35 lb. salmon was taken in the estuary in 
August. 

In the Dee, fishermen had a very prosperous season, as there was 
a great improvement in the general run of spring and summer fish. 
At the opening of the season, however, high tides enabled the 
ascending fish to surmount the weirs and. largely, to escape the nets 
at and below Chester. There were, therefore, no large hauls in 
the first few days, but during the summer salmon came up in 
abundance, and the nets fared exceptionally well, one draft net 
alone taking as many as 59 salmon in one week. On one day in the 
first week of July, 460 salmon of excellent quality were marketed 
in Chester, and of these 412 had been taken in the neighbourhood. 
Prices ruled low. In the upper reaches the angling also was very 
good, and considerably above the average, this result being due in 
large measure to the improved salmon passes at Llangollen and 
Erbistock. 

In the Usk District, where the salmon rod fishing is important, 
the season opened well, and during March the catch was above the 
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average; but subsequently, owing to the drought, the fishing 
became the worst on record for some 20 years past. Indeed, the 
catch m Monmouthshire was only 298, and in Breconshire 86, as 
compared with 1,320 and 503 respectively in 1910. The average 
weight of the rod-caught fish was, in Monmouthshire, 14 lb., and m 
Breconshire, 12 lb., an increase as compared with the figures for 
the preceding year of 2i lbs. and 1 lb. respectively. The 
Conservators suggest that this may be accounted for to a con- 
siderable extent by the facts that the drought prevailed most 
intensely at the time the botchers would be coming up the river, 
and that at the end of the season, when a considerable number of 
the smaller fish are usually caught in Breconshire, there was too 
much water for fishing. The largest rod-killed fish reported in 
Monmouthshire scaled 30 lb., and in Breconshire 25 lb. 

In the Wye, the number of salmon caught by rod was 1,748, as 
compared with 2,715 in the previous year. The average weight 
increased from 144 lb. to 17 lb. ; 51 were 27 lb. and over, 27 were 
30 lb. and over, and one (killed in February) was 45 lb. With 
regard to 1,522 of the rod-caught fish full details of weight and 
date of capture are available, and it appears that 1,193 were taken 
in the months of April, May, and June. The catch by net 
amounted to 3,360, averaging nearly 124 lb. each. It is reported 
that salmon were unusually plentiful in the estuary, but that their 
ascent was checked by the low state of the rivev. As many as 
800 were taken in the nets in five days towards the end of June. 
Of the net-caught fish, 46 were 27 lb. and over, 20 were 30 lb. and 
over-, and one was 39 lb. 

In the Severn, the record catch of the previous year was beaten 
in 1911, 34,000 salmon having been taken. Of these only 50 fell 
to the rods. 

In the Tamar and Plym District, although the fishing on the 
whole is reported as having been only about average, the nets did 
as well as in the previous year, which was an exceptionally good 
one. Many of the salmon were of large size, some of 27 lb. being 
reported. One boat took 214 salmon, another 190, and a third 188; 
while two boats took as many as 464, weighing 4,726 lb., and 
worth over £290. Tbe first fish taken by net were caught early in 
April in the lower part of the Tamar. As, owing to the drought, 
the fish remained in the estuary later than usual, rod-fishing was 
poor. Cormorants and otters took advantage of the lowness of the 
water to levy a heavy toll upon the fish ; and in the River Plym, 
particularly, a large number of salmon, many of them over 
40 inches in length, were killed by otters. 

In the tidal waters of the Fowey and Dart, the fishing was above 
the average. 

In the Exe District, the catch by rod suffered slightly, but the 
nets had a good season, and on the whole there was a considerable 
increase in the weight of salmon taken. The largest catches by 
net were in May. 

In the Yorkshire Esk, the take is described as having been below' 
the average ; nevertheless, in respect of number of fish, it fell very 
little short of that of the previous year, which was reckoned a good 
one. 7,703 salmon were taken by the nets, as compared with 7,745 
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in 1910, and 223 by rod as compared with 523 in that year. The 
falling off was most noticeable in the average weight, which 
declined in the case of the catch by nets at sea from 6*4 lb. 
to 4’7 lb. and in the river from 6 lb. to the same figure. The 
average take per boat was worth nearly £42. The heaviest fish 
taken by net weighed 25 lb. and by rod 20f lb. 

In the Tees, netting was very successful, and the catch in that 
District amounted to about 40 tons of salmon, grilse and sea trout. 
The salmon and grilse averaged just under 9 lb., and the trout 
3*82 lb. The largest fish weighed 31 lb. The improved conditions 
in this river are attributed, and no doubt rightly, to the removal of 
Dinsdale Dam. The catch by rod was small, and more than a third 
of the licensees failed to catch any fish at all, while the catch of 
the others did not amount to an average of three salmon by each. 
The average weights of the rod-killed salmon and migratory trout 
were 104 lb. and nearly 3 lb. respectively. 

Complete statistics of the catch in all districts are not available, 
but, from the estimates furnished by Boards of Conservators, the 
following table has been compiled showing the catch of salmon 
(exclusive of migratory trout) in certain districts in 1911, so far as 
it can be arrived at : —

Price of Salmon. 

From other figures supplied by the Fishmongers Company, it 
appears that while tlie average price of salmon from all sources 
sold at Billingsgate during 1911 was Is. 4 frf. per lb., English salmon 
averaged nearly Is. 5d., Scotch Is. 5d., and Irish Is. 4thd. per lb. 
The average monthly price for English salmon did not exceed 3s.

prices for English fish were 2s. 7 id. (in October), and 2s. 0£rf. (in 
March). The highest average monthly price for Irish fish 
was 3s. 4-£J. (in January) and for Scotch 2s. Ofd. (in March). 
Prices in general ruled low, the highest being 4s. l^rf. per lb., 
realised by Dutch fish in December. The Siberian salmon fetched 
from 5 d. to 7d., and the Canadian from 8 d. to Is. per lb.

Traffic in Fish in Close Season. 

During the year, the Fishmongers Company took proceedings 
in a number of cases of alleged breach of those provisions of the 
Acts which relate more particularly to the traffic in the young of 
salmon and in unclean and unseasonable fish, and to the possession 
of illegal instruments. 

The following is a list of the Prosecutions which w ere instituted 
by the Company in English and Welsh Courts during 1911 : — 
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Fish Disease. 

During the early part of 1911, numerous cases of disease amongst 
salmon in the Wye, Dart, Teign, and Exe Districts, resulting in 
serious mortality, were hi ought to the notice of the Board. They 
were made the subject of careful investigation by the Board’s 
scientific staff and a special report on the matter is being prepared 
and will he published separately. 

Apart from these cases. Saprolegnia ferax was reported from hut 
few districts last year, notwithstanding the general lowness of the 
water, which might be expected to be a conducing cause. In the 
Usk, some hundreds of dead fish were found in July, many of them 
quite blind ; hut the mortality, although heavy, was not so great 
as in the Wye. In the Tyne, cases were numerous, but not 
exceptionally so for that river, in January to March. 

Amongst freshwater fish, the mortality from one cause or another 
appeared to be unusually heavy last year, and cases were constantly 
being brought before the Board for diagnosis and advice. It 
frequently happened, however, that, through the neglect of proper 
precautions, the dead fish forwarded arrived too decomposed to 
p rmit of examination. The mortality was probably due mainly to 
the drought, which enhanced the effect of pollution, and to 'the 
abnormal temperature of the water. 


Tarred Boads and Fish. 

Although accouuts have from time to time appeared in the press 
of cases of damage to fish, which have been locally attributed to 
washings from tarred roads, no fresh instances of 'the kind have 
been reported to the Board by any Board of Conservators, since 
those mentioned in the last Report. ' The circular to local authorities 
referred to in that Report has elicited only expressions of con- 
currence in the suggested precautionary measures, coupled in most 
cases with the statement that no instances of suspected poisoning 
from tarred roads had come to the notice of the County Council 
concerned. 

After the breaking up of the drought in October, numbers of 
trout and grayling, blind and otherwise affected, were reported as 
haying been found iu a stretch of several miles of the Itchen, below 
Winchester, and the occurrence was generally attributed to this 
cause. It does not yet appear at all certain that this visitation was 
due either in whole or in part to washings from tarred roads, and it 
may be remarked that the Hampshire County Council have informed 
the Board that all tar used upon their main roads during the past 
summer was supplied under a stringent specification, prepared bv 
an expert chemist, with the object of eliminating all substances 
which might be injurious to fish life or vegetation. 

This specification is in very close agreement with the suggestions 
put forward in a paper* recently read before the Institution of 

* “ The relation of Modern Road Surfacings to Fish Life,” by W. J. A. 
Butterfield, M.A., F.I.C., Assoc. lust, C.E. 1 
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- Municipal and County Engineers, which deals with the nature and 
composition of the various kinds of tar and pitch and with the results 
ot experiments as to the effect on fish life of water which has been in 
contact with them. The fish experimented on were chiefly gudgeon 
and dace but also included trout, grayling, pike and perch. As the 
result of his investigations, the author gives it as his opinion that no 
harm to fish will result from the tarring of roads if only coal tar or 
a mixture of coal tar and carhuretted water-gas tar be’used, which, 
m either case, (1) is not of lower specific gravity at 15° C. than 
1T8 ; (2) contains not more than 1 per cent, of water or gas liquor, 
the ammonia in which is equal to not more than 5 grains per gallon 
of tar ; (3) contains not more than 1 per cent, of light oils ; and 
(4) contains not more than 3 per cent, by volume of crude tar acids. 
He further recommends, in cases where the washings from tarred 
roads will not be diluted to at least twenty times their volume 
before, or immediately on, entry into fishing waters, that the 
maximum limit of water or liquor in the tar should be reduced to 
0-2 per cent. ; of ammonia to 1 grain per gallon of tar ; and of 
light oils to 0-8 per cent, (or 1 per cent, of distillate below 170° C. 
inclusive of water). 

Fisheries Provisional Orders. 

During the year the Provisional Orders under the Salmon and 
Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1907, for the regulation of the fisheries 
in the Derwent and Severn Districts, respectively, mentioned in 
the last Report, were confirmed by Parliament and became 
operative. 

Applications for Orders from a number of other districts were 
under consideration, and Draft Orders for the Kent, Bela, W inster, 
Leven and Duddon, the Exe and the Yorkshire Districts and for 
the Norfolk Fisheries were prepared. In the case of the Yorkshire 
Draft Order, however, the Conservators have decided, in view of 
objections raised by riparian owners and water authorities, not to 
proceed further with the matter at present. 

Provisional Orders are now in force in five districts, viz : — 
the Derwent, Lune, Usk, Wye, and Severn. All the Orders, 
except that for the Severn, provide for the imposition and collection 
of contributions assessed on private fisheries, and the amounts 
realised from this source in 1911 under the Orders opeiative in that 
year were as follows : — Lune, at 2s.- in the £, £93 7s. 0 d. ; Usk, 
at 4s. in the £, £785 2s. 3d. ; and Wye, at 4s. 6d. in the £, 
£1,178 17s. 2d. 

In the Lune District, advantage was taken of the powers 
conferred by the Order, to make byelaws, which were confirmed 
by the Board, prohibiting the taking of salmon or trout below 
certain specified lengths. 

The owners of certain fisheries in the River Wye having claimed 
that such fisheries were injuriously affected by the byelaw prohibit- 
ing netting, made in pursuance of the Wye Fisheries Provisional 
Order, the Board, as required by the Order, considered the claims ; 
and, being satisfied after full inquiry, that the fisheries in question 
were injuriously affected by the byelaw, they assessed the compensa- 
tion to be paid by the Conservators to the respective claimants. 
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Marking of Salmon and Salmon Smolts. 

The experimental marking of salmon under the auspices of the 
Board, which was commenced in 1903, was continued during the 
past year, and records have been received of the marking of 
551 fish in 1911. Further records of salmon marked in 1910 
have been received since the issue of the Report for that 
year, bringing up the total for 1910 to 528. The aggregate 
number of salmon marked since the commencement of the experi- 
ment is now 2,820. Only four marked fish were recaptured in 
1911, bringing the total number of recaptures up to 46. 

In the Annual Report for 1909 (Cd. 5400), the objects in view, 
as well as the method pursued, were fully described, and the results 
obtained up to August, 1910, were discussed and analysed. Between 
that date and the eDd of 1911, only the four recaptures mentioned 
above took place, and the discussion of these may be reserved until 
a more considerable number of cases has accumulated. 

Until last year the mark used in this experiment was an oblong 
label of oxydised silver, bearing the distinctive letter W followed 
by one of a consecutive series of numbers. The label was 
attached in each case to the dorsal fin by means of silver wires 
with pointed ends, which were thrust through the fin and then 
bent over and twisted together in such a manner as to lie fiat. 

A mark of a different kind, however, is now being used, which 
was devised by one of the officers of the Fisheries Department in 
Ireland, where it was first tested, with successful results. This 
mark consists of a small flat oblong label in oxydised silver, bearing 
a number or letter, or both, and attached to the back of the fish 
close to the front of the dorsal fin. Among the advantages claimed 
for it are that it has no wires to twist, that it is very quickly 
attached to a fish by means of specially designed plyers, and that its 
number is always visible, so that, in the event of a recaptured fish 
having to be returned to the water, there is no necessity to remove 
the label and attach a new one. 

Another mark, adopted by certain private experimentalists, and 
also by one or two Boards of Conservators, consists of a piece of 
thin silver wire, without label, but sometimes with a bead of 
distinctive colour, attached to either the dorsal fin, the adipose fin, 
or, in some cases, to the tail. 

In April-May, 1911, a number of smolts were marked in the Lune 
and Wye with, marks supplied by the Board. The mark consists 
of a ring, having attached an oval tag, bearing a distinguishing 
letter, number or symbol. The ring was fixed in the skin of 
the back of the fish, in front of the dorsal fin. In the Lune, 
1,705 smolts were marked in this way at Forge Weir, between 
the 6th and 24th of May, and the experiment proved so far 
successful that not a single smolt was lost or injured, and that all of 
them, so far as could be ascertained by a careful watch along the 
tideway, quickly got away to the sea. In the Wye, between 
April 25th and May 15th, 525 in all were marked, between 
Whitebrook and Brock Weir ; but the Board’s label was used in 
only 183 cases, a plain wire mark being used in the remainder. 
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The Yorkshire Board of Conservators had intended to co-operate 
but no opportunity occurred after the receipt by them of the marks 
tor the purpose. 

It is hoped to continue the experiment on a larger scale in the 
spring of 1912. 

. Smolt marking has also been carried on iu other rivers 
independently of the Board, and it is to be feared that due care 
has not always been taken to avoid the confusion which must 
necessarily result from the use of identical marks on fish liberated 
at different times and places. 

The Board call attention to the character of the various marks, in 
order that they may be recognised by persons into whose hands a 
fish bearing one of them may happen to come. In all cases of a 
marked salmon being found, whether or not the mark answers one 
of these descriptions, full particulars of the length, weight, sex, 
and condition of the salmon and of where and how it was ta'.en 
should be forwarded to the Board, together with the mark. For a 
mark used by the Board, accompanied by these particulars, a reward 
of Is. 6d. will be paid, and for the mark alone 6rf. is payable. If, 
in addition to the particulars, the fish also is forwarded with the 
mark intact, 3s. in addition to the market value of the fish will be 
paid. All fish, labels, and particulars should be sent to the Offices 
of the Fisheries Division of the Board, 43, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., and the Board will always be glad to receive full 
information as to the capture of any fish bearing a mark of any 
description. 

Accounts of Boards of Conservators. 

As will be seen from Appendix III. (p. 32), the actual receipts 
by Boards of Conservators from salmon licences during the year 
.1911 were £8,739, or £226 less than in 1910; while licences other 
than for salmon yielded £5,725, or £432 less than in the previous 
year. The total receipts of Boards of Conservators from all sources 
(Appendix II.) were £19,092, or £257 less than in 1910. Adding to 
these receipts the balance of £7,536 brought forward from the 
previous year, the total income of the Boards was £26,628. From 
this, however, has to be deducted a sum of £492 representing the 
adverse balances of 9 Boards, brought forward from 1910, leaving 
£26,136 as the available funds of all Boards for the year 1911. 
The total expenditure was £20,520, and, exclusive of investments, 
the net balance in the hands of all Boards at the end of the year 
was £5,616. 

Apart from licence duties, almost the only source of revenue of 
Boards of Conservators consists in voluntary contributions. From 
penalties on convictions they realised only £263. On the other 
hand, the expenditure involved in prosecutions and other law costs 
amounted to £1,121, salaries, wages of water-bailiffs and travelling 
expenses cost £14,195, and £761 was spent on fish-passes and other 
works. 

Water-Bailiffs. 

The total number of water-bailiffs employed in all districts was 
925, of whom 806 were permanent and 119 temporary. In addition, 
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a certain number of water-bailiffs’ warrants were issued to keepers, 
and others who acted as unpaid water-bailiffs. 

Local Matters. 

Taking the districts in geographical order round the coast from 
the Solway to the Tweed, the following are among the more 
important of the local matters which have arisen during the year 
ended the 31st March, 1912, on which action has been taken by 
way of the issue of a formal certificate or order of the Board, or 
which have been otherwise dealt with. 

In the Derwent District, plans were approved of a fish-pass 
constructed by the Conservators at Fitz Weir, on the River 
Derwent. 

In the Kent, Bela, Winster, Leven and Duddon District, a bye- 
law was confirmed prohibiting netting in the Duddon and Estuary, 
between certain limits near the confluence of the Lickle with tlie 
Duddon. 

In the Lune District, plans were approved of fish-passes at 
Burton Weir, on the River Grreeta, and Broadraine Weir, Killing- 
ton, on the River Lune, constructed in each case by the owner of 
the weir. 

For the same district, a byelaw made under the powers confei'red 
by the Lune Fisheries Provisional Order, 1909, was confirmed, 
as already mentioned, prohibiting the taking, in any part of the 
District, of salmon or other migratory fish of the genus salmon less 
than 9 inches in length, and, in the Lune and its tributaries, of 
trout less than 7 inches in length. 

For the Dee District, a byelaw fixing the periods during which 
gratings shall be placed was confirmed. 

For the Dovey District, a new r code of byelaws was confirmed in 
substitution for those previously in force. Inter alia , they provide 
for the prohibition of netting within certain specified limits in the 
Rivers Artro, Ysoetbin, Dysynni, and Dovey, and alter the date of 
commencement of the annual close season for nets from the 14th 
September to the 1st September. 

Iu the Dsk District, plans of a fish-pass at Llaugeimy (or Mill- 
brook) Weir, on the River Grwyney, constructed by the’ owner of 
the weir, were approved. 

For the Wye District, a variation of the scale of Licence Duties 
was sanctioned, increasing the rate on tuck nets to £20, and fixing 
a rate of £ 1 for salmon rod licences for 28 days. 

For the F owey and Exe Districts, plans were approved of fish- 
passes at Tragoe Weir, on the River Fowey, and Dulverton Weir, 
on the River Barle, respectively, constructed in each case by the 
owners of the weir. 

The Axe Board of Conservators submitted for confirmation a 
byelaw altering the close seasons for both nets and rods for salmon. 
It was proposed to make the close season for nets to be fr..m the 
1st September to the 30th April, and that for rods from the 
1st November to the 31st March. 

Subsequently, however, in view of objections to the byelaw, they 
reconsidered the matter and decided to withdraw the application. 
In these circumstances the byelaw was disallowed. 
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For the Hampshire Rivers District, a byelaw was confirmed 
altering the commencement of the close season for salmon rods, 
within the manor of Beaulieu, from the 16th to the 31st October. 

In the Trent District, plans of a fish-pass for Cromwell Weir, 
erected by the Trent Navigation Company, on the River Trent, 
were approved ; and a byelaw was confirmed making the close 
season for trout, which had previously been the statutory period, to 
be from the 2nd October to the loth March. 

For the Tyne District, a variation of the scale of licence duties 
was sanctioned having the effect of slightly altering the limits in 
the River Reed within which 5s. season rod licences are available. 

For the Coquet District, a byelaw altering the gaff period to 
February- April, both monihs inclusive, was confirmed; and a 
variation of the Licence Scale was sanctioned, increasing the 
season rate for salmon rods to 10s. and adding a day rate of os. 

A byelaw prohibiting netting within certain limits at the mouth 
of the Coquet River was also submitted for confirmation, but the 
Board were advised that, as drafted, the byelaw was of doubtful 
validity. Apart from this consideration, it appeared that in 
the existing local circumstances the byelaw could not be expected 
to effect the end aimed at, and would have restricted netting 
in a part of the relatively open waters of the sea, only to allow 
the fish to pass up into the narrower waters, where rights of 
netting were extensively exercised, thus merely transferring the 
fish from one set of nets to another. In all the circumstances, 
therefore, the Board disallowed the byelaw and suggested that the 
Conservators should consider the whole matter in the light of the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Salmon Fisheries, 
with a view to the adoption of a policy calculated permanently to 
increase the productiveness and value of the fisheries of the District 
as a whole. 

In addition to the cases in the foregoing record in which plans of 
fish-passes an I gratings were approved, a number of fish-passes, 
gratings, and other works were also dealt with, without arriving at 
the stage of formalc ertification. 

In Appendix XIII. (p. 54) will be found a liet, giving, in con- 
tinuation of similar statements in previous Reports, particulars of a 
number of dams, other than those above referred to, for which 
designs for new fish-passes or improvements in existing passes 
have been suggested by the Superintending Inspector, during the 
year 1911-12. Of the cases referred to in the previous lists, those 
in which matters have been further advanced, but which had not, 
in the period covered by this report, reached the approval stage, 
are distinguished by an asterisk. 


Parliamentary Proceedings. 

During the year, as usual, a large number of Private Bills and 
Provisional Orders pending before Parliament, relating to water 
supply, sewage disposal, electric lighting, railways, harbours, canals, 
and other navigation works, were examined from the point of view 
of the interests of the fisheries, and where possible provision was 
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made for the construction of fish- passes or gratings, for the supply 
of compensation water, and otherwise, in those interests. 

Year by year, the drain upon the natural water resources of the 
country becomes greater and greater, to meet the ever-growing 
needs of the population ; and Boards of Conservators are frequently 
called upon to incur heavy expenditure in opposing Water Bills 
calculated unduly or unnecessarily to injure fishery interest. The 
financial resources ol Boards of Conservators are generally slender, 
and expenditure of this character taxes them severely, while in some 
cases their funds are altogether insufficient to enable them to appear 
before a Parliamentary Committee. In these circumstances it 
becomes more and more necessary for the Board to intervene, and 
to endeavour to secure, by negotiation and sometimes by special 
reports to Parliament, the insertion in Bills of this nature of 
amendments for safeguarding fishery interests. 

Appendices. 

In the Appendices will be found, among other information, the 
annual returns of Boards of Conservators, with an abstract of their 
accounts ; tables showing the annual and weekly close seasons for 
salmon, the period during which it is lawful to use a gaff in 
connection with a rod and line, the annual close season for trout 
and char, and alterations in the close season for freshwater fish ; 
together with abstracts of the byelaws for the regulation of netting, 
&c., both for salmon and freshwater fish, for determining the periods 
during which gratings should be maintained, and for fixing a 
minimum size at which fish may be taken.

Freshwater Fish.— Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under the Freshwater Fisheries 
Act, 1884, in force on the 31st March, 1912. 

N.B.— These Bye-laws do not apply to fixed nets for taking eels, 
or to a landing net used as auxiliary to angling with a rod 
and line. 

The Bye-laws prescribing a minimum mesh of nets for taking 
freshwater fish do not apply to casting or dip nets lawfully 
used for catching fish for bait. The measurement is to be 
made from knot to knot, when the net is wet. 

Derwent.— M esh, 1 inch (except landing nets). 

Kent, &c.— All modes or instruments prohibited, except set nets for pike, night 
lines for taking eels, draft nets, angling with rod and line, fishing for 
char with the plumb line, fishing with a hand line for perch, settmg 
trimmers for pike, using a landing net as auxiliary to fishing or taking 
fish with any lawful instrument not being a draft net, and using a dip 
net for catching bait. 
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Kent. &c. — con/. . . . , . 

The length, size, and description of nets, except dip nets for catching 
bait, and landing nets, that may be lawfully used, and the manner of 
using the same are as follows : — 

(a.) A floating draft net, which is a draft net buoyed so that the 
head-rope of the net will float on the surface of the water, 
shall not exceed ninety yards in length measured along the 
head-rope, and nine yards in depth from the deepest part of 
the net to the centre of the head-rope ; and the ropes at 
either end of the net used in working the same shall, respec- 
tively. not exceed fifty fathoms in length. 

(b.) A sunken draft net shall not exceed thirty five yards in length 
measured along the bead-rope, and six yards in depth from 
the deepest parts of the net to the centre of the head-rope ; 
and the ropes at either end of the net used in working the 
same shall, respectively, not exceed one hundred and fifty 
fathoms in length. 

(c.) All draft nets shall he .used by retaining one end of the net or 
one end of the hauling rope attached thereto on the shore, 
and from that point shooting the net into the water as far, 
but no farther, than the hauling-rope so attached will admit 
of, the hauling-rope attached to the other end of the net 
being used to haul the net after being shot to the shore, or to 
a boat fixed to the shore, such fixed boat to be not more than 
five yards from the shore. 

(<;,) A dip net for catching bait shall be a circular net of not more 
than thirteen feet in circumference, and the bag of such net 
shall not be more than two feet in depth from the outside 
of the circumference of the net.

THE SALMON AND FRESHWATER FISHERIES ACTS FOR 1911. 49 


Avon, Brtje, &c. — The following modes of fishing are prohibited 

Lading or baling out part of a brook or water-course, tickling, 
groping, snaring, snatching, and shooting. 

No net shall be used, except a casting or dip net for catching bait, save 
by the written orders of the conservators, for improving the fishery. 

Taw and Torridge. — A ll modes or instruments of fishing, except rod and 
line, prohibited within the following parts of the district, viz. : — 

(1) So much of the River Taw as lies above the Bridge on the London 
and South Western Railway, across the said River between South 
Molton Road and Portsmouth Ar ms Stations, together with all tributaries- 
of said river flowing into it above such bridge ; (2) the River Mole and 
its tributaries ; and (3) so much of the River Torridge as lies above the 
bridge across the said river on the high road between Hatherleigh and 
Iddesleigh, together with all tributaries of tne said river flowing into it 
above such bridge. 

[This bye-law doe3 not apply to any pond which is not fed by 
a tributary stream and the entrance to which from any river is 
provided with an approved grating ; or any hatching, breeding or 
rearing place for salmon or trout.] 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited throughout the district : — 
Lading or baling out a hole in a stream, brook, or watercourse, 
tickling or groping, snatching, snaring, and shooting. 

Camel. — Catching or attempting to catch trout by means of night lines, or 
by baling or lading out pools or holes in any river, or by tickling or 
groping, is prohibited. 

Fowey. — All modes or instruments of fishing for trout except rod and line- 
are prohibited. 

Exe. — A ll modes or instruments of fis hin g for freshwater fish except rod 
and line are prohibited. 

Axe. — All modes or instruments of fishing for freshwater fish except rod 
and line are prohibited. 

Hampshire Rivers.— In the Avon and tributaries above Bickton Mill stop 
nets to bo used only in connection with a drag or draft net. 

Adur. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are prohibited : — 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping 
snaring, shooting, strodding. 

(6.) Spear (except for taking eels), night line, cross line, setting rod 
and line, snare or trimmer, snatch. 

(c.) Net of any bind, other than a casting or dip net lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

Cuckmere. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are prohibited:— 
(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping, 
snaring, snatching, shooting, setting rod and line. 

(b.) Spear (except for taking eels), night line, cross line, snare, snatch 
(c.j Net of any kind, other than a casting or dip net lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

Rother. — All inodes or instruments prohibited except a rod and line, a. 
casting or dip net lawfully used for taking bait, and a spear for ee.s ; 
provided that between the 15th July and the 1st September in. any 
year nothing in the foregoing shall apply to the Rother between boot s 
Float and Knelle’s Dam, or to Potman’s Creek below Potman’s Bridge. 
Mesh, 1£ inch. 

Suffolk and Essex. — The following modes or instruments of fishing are 


prohibited : — , 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook or watercourse, tickling 
or groping, snaring, spearing, snatching, shooting, trading, 
dragging or ottering, live or dead gorge baiting. 

(b.) Trimmer, ligger, dead line, night line, spear, snatch, snare, otter, 
(c.) Any net other than a cast net, not exceeding 20 feet in circum- 
ference, or a dip net of a diameter not exceeding 30 mcnes, 
lawfully used for catching fish for bait ; or hoop nr bow net 
having a mesh of not less than two inches from knot to knot 
measured when wet. .. 

[These bye-laws do not apply to any wild duck decoy for the time 
being used as such, or any pond used in connection therewith.]

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Norfolk and Suffolk. — No snare, snatch-wire, ligger, gun, spear (except an 
eel-spear), or any net to be used for the purpose of taking freshwater 
fish in any dyke communicating with any navigable river within the 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, within a distance of a quarter of a mile 
from such river, or in that portion of the River Waveney which lies 
below Bungay Bridge. 

[This bye-law does not apply to that part of the county of Suffolk 
which was "included in the Stour (Suffolk and Essex) Fishery District, as 
formed under the Provisions of Part III. of the Fisheries Act, 1891.] 
Ocse and Nene. — The use of any net is prohibited, except casting nets used 
for taking fish for bait, and not exceeding 33 feet in circumference, and 
not having a pocket more than 6 inches in depth. 

The use of any spear, except a spear used only for the purpose of 
taking eels, or of any trimmer, ligger, dead line, night line, snatch, 
snare, or other like instrument, is prohibited. Provided that nothing 
in this bye-law contained shall be held to forbid the use of a rod with 
a line to which more than one hook is attached. 

[These bye-laws do not apply to certain specified parts of the district.] 
■Welland. — No net to be used other than casting or dip nets lawfully used 
for catching fish for bait. 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited : — 

Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping, snaring, 
snatching, spearing, shooting, and setting night lines. 

Witham. — I n certain specified parts of the district no net shall be used tor 
catching freshwater fish other than dip or east nets lawfully used for 
catching fish for bait, fixed nets for taking eels, or landing nets used 
as auxiliary’ to angling with a rod and line, save and except by the 
special written orders of the Board of Conservators for the purpose of 
improving the fishery of the district : and the following modes of fishing 
are prohibited, namely, lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling 
or groping, snaring, snatching, shooting, spearing or stanging, trailing, 
dragging or ottering, and setting night lines or trimmers. 

Trent. — No nets except cast nets and dip nets to be used [in certain parts of 
the district] except by' owners of the fishery or other persons by them 
authorised in writing. No net to be used [in any part of the district] 
within 50 yards above or below any dam. 

The following modes of fishing are prohibited : — 

(a.) Lading or baling out a hole in a brook, tickling or groping 
(except by owners of the fishery or other persons by them authorised 
in writing), snaring, snatching, and shooting [this applies to certain parts 
of the district only]. 

(6.) Spear (except a spear used solely for the purpose of taking eels), 
night line, setting rod and line, cross line, wire, snare, or snatch. 

Yorkshire. — In the River Hull below Foston Mill, the West Beck below 
Corpse Landing, the Driffield Canal, the Ure below Oxclose, the Ouse, the 
Swale below Morton Bridge, the Nidd below Cattal Bridge, the Wharfe 
below Boston Spa, the Wiske, the Foss, and the Derwent below Howe 
Bridge, all modes or instruments prohibited except rod and line. 

Wear. — A ll nets prohibited. 


APPENDIX XI. 


Close Season for Freshwater Fish. (Exemptions.) 

List of the Fishery Districts which have been Exempted 
■ wholly or in part, under the lLth section (sub-section 7) of the 
Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1878, from the provisions of the 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd sub-sections of that section, which provide a 
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close time for “freshwater fish”* from 15th March to 15th June; 
and the Kinds of “ Freshwater Fish ” to which the exemption 
extends (made up to the 31 st March, 1912). 

Avon (Devon). — The whole District ; all kinds. 

Axe. — The whole District ; all kinds. 

Eden. — The whole District ; all kinds. 

Kent &c. — The whole District ; pike. 

Severn. — The whole District ; pike. 

The whole District, except the Severn below the mouth of the 
Veraiew, in the counties of Salop, Stafford, "Worcester, and Gloucester,, 
and except so much of the Avon as flows through Worcestershire and 
Gloucestershire ; all, except grayling. 

Towy. — The whole District ; all kinds. 

Usk. — The whole District ; eels. 

Wye. — The whole District ; all kinds. 


APPENDIX XII. 


Norfolk and Suffolk Fisheries.— Bye-laws. 

Abstract of Bye-laws under the Norfolk and Suffolk 
Fisheries Act, 1877, in force on the 31 st March, 1912, in 
the "Waters to which that Act applies. 

N.B. — These bye-laws do not apply to any other than freshwater 
fish, nor (except as specified with respect to smelts) to Breydon 
Water, nor to any part of the Stour (Suffolk and Essex) Fishery 
District, as formed under the provisions of part III. of the 
Fisheries Act, 1891. 

Close Time — All Waters. 

No person shall fish for, otherwise than with rod and line, any trout between 
the 10th day of September and the 25th day of January, both days inclusive, 
or any other kind of fish between the 1st day of March and the 30th day of 
June, both days inclusive, except smelts, bait, and eels, as herein-after 
provided. 

Return to Water of Fish improperly Taken.— All Waters. 

Any fish except smelts, eels, or bait taken in any net allowed by the bye-laws 
to be used for smelts, eels, or bait respectively, shall be immediately returned to 
the water without avoidable injury. 


Nets Generally. 


No person shall use or attempt to use 

(1.) Any net between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise, 
except in the river Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the river bene 
below Wisbeaeb Bridge. . 

(2.) For the purpose of taking fish other than tench, smelts, bait, and eels, 
any net having a mesh of less than 3 inches from knot to knot. 

o Note. — F or the purposes of the section of the Act above referred to, 
“ freshwater fish ” are de5ned to include all fish (other than pollan, trout and 
char) which live in fresh water, and do not migrate to and from the open sea. 
Section 1 of the Act 49 Yict. c. 2 declares that the term “freshwater fish as 
thus used “does not include eels, provided that nothing herein contained shall 
“ be deemed to authorize angling for eels during the close season mentioned

APPENDICES TO ANNUAL REPORT OF PROCEEDINGS UNDER 


(3.) Any net having a wall or facing with a mesh of less than 7 inches 
from knot to knot. 

(4;) In any navigable river, any bow net or any drag net having a poke or 
pocket. 

(5.) Any net, unless it is sufficiently weighted to sink vertically in the 
water ; or place two or more nets behind or near to each other, or 
use any other device or artifice so as practically to diminish the size 
of the mesh of any net. 


Use of Trimmers, &c., in Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall use any trimmer, ligger, dead fine or snare, or any like 
instrument in any navigable river within the limits of the Act except lines for 
taking eels as herein -after provided. 


Drag Nets. 

No person shall nse a drag net of any kind in the under-mentioned waters : — 

1. The Rivers Yare or Wensnm. 

2. The River Waveney. 

3. The River Bure below the lower entrance into Wroxham Broad. 

4. The River Ant below the lower entrance into Barton Broad. 

5 . The River Thurne below the entrance into Somerton Broad. 

except with the previous permission in writing of the Board of Conservators 
under their Common Seal. 


Taking Smelts. 

Rivers Tare and Wensum. 

No person shall use any net in the rivers Yare or Wensum for the purpose of 
taking smelts, except a cast net or drop net between the 10th day of March and 
the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only between the New 
Mills, in the parish of St. Switbin, in the city of Norwich, or Trowse Bridge, 
in Trowse, or Trowse Newton, and the junction of the rivera Yare and Wensum 
at a place known as Trowse Bythe, and between Hardley Cross and the junction 
of the rivers Yare and Waveney ; or any cast net or drop net exceeding 16 feet 
in diameter. 


River Waveney. 

No person shall use in the River Waveney, above the Burgh Cement Works, 
any net for the purpose of taking smelts, except between the 10th day of 
March and the 12th day of May, both days inclusive, and then only at the 
places and by the means hereinafter mentioned, viz., between Rose Hall Fleet 
and the Boat-house Hill, near Beccles, and in the pen of Shipmeadow Lock, 
by a cast net or drop net not exceeding 16 feet in diameter, and if any such net 
be used between one hour after suuset and one hour before sunrise, the same 
shall be used with a light or flare, and not otherwise. 


Rivers Ouse, Nar, and Nene. 

No person Bhall take or kill smelts in the rivers Ouse, Nar, or Nene, between 
the 1st day of April and the 31st day of August, both days inclusive ; or use 
in those rivers for the purpose of taking smelts, any net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 


Breydon Water. 

No person shall use in Breydon Water, for the purpose of taking smelts, 
any net in the months of May, June, July, and August, or any net between 
the 1st day of September and the 30th day of April, both days inclusive, 
having a mesh of less than five-eighths of an inch from knot to knot. 
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Taking Bait. 

Navigable Rivers. 

No person shall for the purpose of taking bait in any navigable river (except 
in the River Ouse below Denver Sluice, and in the River Nene below Wisbeach 
Bridge), use any net other than a caat net, or any cast net having a mesh of less 
than five-eighths of aD inch from knot to knot. 

All Waters. 

No person shall use any cast net exceeding 8 yards in circumference, or 
having a sack or purse exceeding 14 inches in depth, when extended, for the 
purpose of taking fish for bait. Provided that cast nets up to 12 yards in 
circumference may be used from 11th October to 1st April ; and the word 
“bait” shall mean roach, rudd, or roud, bream, dace, ruff or pope, gudgeons, 
and minnows, measuring less than 8 inches from the nose to the fork of 
the tail. 

No person shall net for bait at any time on a Sunday ; or at any time on 
at week-day except between one hour before sunrise and one hour after 
sunset, nor unless such bait is for use in angling, or trolling, or taking eels 
within the limits of the Act. 


Taking Eels. 

Rivers Yare and Wensum, above Hardley Cross. 

-No person shall, for the purpose of taking eels in the rivers Yare and 
Wensum, above Hardley Cross, use 

(1.) In the months of April, May, and June, any net; or a lino with 
a hook or hooks, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling. 

(2.) At any other time of the year, a line, whether fixed or not, with 
more than one hook, except in connection with a rod used for the 
purpose of angling. 

(3.) Any net other than a skim or skein net. 


All Other Waters . 

In all other waters lines with one hook only, whether fixed or not, and 
fixed nets, but no others, may be used at any time for taking eels only. 

All Waters. 

No person shall use a dag or spear for the purpose of taking fish other 
than eels. 

Sunday Netting— All Waters. 

No person shall use any ' net whatever (except' a landing net as auxiliary 
to angling with rod and line) on a Sunday. 
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
